COERCION. 


A Big Masg Meeting Against 
i t - 
Gladstone's Powerful 
Manifesto. 


LONDON, April 9.—The anti-coeircion 
meeting to be held in Hyde park, Mon 
day, promises to be the biggest out door 
political meeting held in London for 
years. 


Gladstone, in a manifesto, says of the 
coercion bill: 
''It is the first time co- 
ercion has been proposed without any 
attempt by the ministry to show, what we 
know they canaot show, a state of ex- 
ceptional and flagrant or growing crime. 
If England is to coerce Ireland for crime, 
Ireland can reply that, relatively to pop- 
ulation, she has less crime than England. 
In my opinion the rejection of the bill is 
more neeied by England than Ireland. 
For Ireland it is a question of suffering and 
she knows how to suffer. For England it is 
a question of shame and dishonor and 
to cast away shame and dishonor is the 
first business of a great nation. In 1876 
the meeting of London workingmen first 
gave effectual force to the movement for 
Bulgtiria which brought about the elec- 
tion of 1880. May the meeting of Mon- 
day next ring the death knell of the 
worst, most insulting and most cause- 
less coercion bill ever submitted to par- 
liament." 


SANTIAGO D E CUBA, April 9.-News has 
been received at Hayti, to the effect 
that an amicable settlement of the 
Brittish claims may be expected. 


Crop Beport. 


WASAINGTON, April 9.—The report of 
the department of agriculture for April 
relates to the condition of winter grain 
and the comparative healthfulness of 
farm animals. The average condition is 
88, same as in 1881 and higher than at 
the same date in 1883 and 1885. The 
damage from the hessian fly is comparati- 
vely slight. 


The American Fishery union recently 
suggested to President Cleveland the 
closing of our markets to Canadian fish 
products as a sufficient measure of retal- 
iation. The chief executive, in a lengthy 
reply, reminds the union that the retal- 
iation proposed is not designed for any 
particular interest, but to maintain the 
national honor. 


Prohibiten in Kansas. 


ST. JOSEPH, MO., April 9.—The new 
law passed by the late Kansas legislature 
which is intended as a backbone to the 
present prohibitory law, is playing havoc 
with the liquor trade in Kansas. 
The 
St. Joseph wholesale dealers complain 
of a falling off of trade and a firm known 
as one of the largest in the city has taken 
four of its Kansas men off the road. 


A Xew Labor Organization. 


PITTSBUBG, April 
9.—The requisite 
number of assemblies of Knights of La- 
bor signed yesterday for the formation 
of a state assembly of iron workers. The 
new organization will embrace nothing 
but these workers and is expected to be 
the strongest labor assembly in the 
state. 


CHICAGO , April 9.—The strike of the 
union carpenters is still on and work on 
many large buildings is being retarded 
in consequence. 
The bricklayers and 
stone masons are notified that they must 
not assist bosses or any one else in car- 
penter work, under pain of fine. 


Prohibition Will Ceme Before the Texas 
Voters. 


GAiiVESTON, Texas, April 
9.—The 
prohibition question is rapidly assuming 
front rank among the political issues 
of Texas. The late legislature passed 
an act submitting this question to a vote 
of the people in August. The anti- 
prohibitionists are organizing for the 
battle.

The New Hunting Law Now in Force. 


An act to amend section 202 of an act 
entitled. 
"An act concerning pnplic 
offences, and their punishment, "approv 
ed April 14, 1881, being sections 2,110 
of the revised statues of 1881: 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the gen- 
eral assembly of the state of Indians. 
That section 202 of the above entitled act 
be and the same is hereby amended to 
read as follows: Section 202. Whoever 
hunts with a dog or dogs, or hunts or 
shoots with any kind of firearms, on en 
closed lands whithout having first obtain- 
ed the consent of the owner or occupant 
thereof, shall, upon conviction thereof, 
be fined in any sum not more than fifty 
dollars nor less the five, provided that 
no prosecution shall be instituted under 
the provisions for this section, except 
upon the consent of the owner of the 
land entered. And provided further, 
that the provisions of this section shall 
not apply to wet or ovurflowed lands.

New silks made in Tussah, India, have 
the cream ground of pongee, but are of 
a lighter wiry cool tiler, pleasant to 
the touch, and prettily decorated with 
green, brown, or porcelain blue Grecian 
broohe squares, or 'vàth cubes or dia- 
monds. 
They 
are also iinjiorted in 
stripes and plaids of soft India colors 
on ecru grounds.

Sects are candlesticks, and a man or 
woman that is big enough to be good 
for anything is too large for any sect. 


Why is it that men think it incum- 
bent upon them to be cats and dogs in 
religion and gentlemen in everything 
outside of it ? 


Sunday with him was not a day of 
gloom, and he took frequent occasion to 
show the needlessness of being somber 
on that day, 


1 esteem the awfulness that is at- 
tached to Sunday, and church, and 
pulpit, the greatest mistake of Christen- 
dom, 


The prevalent idea of keeping the 
Sabbath is that it is a day on which 
certain things must not be done. 
To 
the majority of people, Sunday is a day 
fall of nota. 


I am in favor of any movement that 
helps anybody to appreciate Sunday as 
a day of rest, of healthful and pure 
pleasures, and that will gently 
lead 
men, women, and children

the

Thanksgivin^ in the Army. 


At tLe battle of 
Gettphurg, 
in 1H<;3, 
about one hunclred aud sixty ollicers and 
men of the Ninety-fourtli New York, to- 
gether with our Colonel, A. R. Eoot, were 
taken prisoners. 
We were offered the pa- 
role or go to Eichmond. 
The Colonel said 
to U.S, "Boys, you had better take the 
parole;" to which we agreed, and were 
paroled after the battle. 
The most of us 
took a French fvirlough and went home for 
a visit. 


After making a visit at home we returned 
to Washington, where we found there was 
an order for all Ninety-fourth boys t-.iken 
prisoners at Gettysburg to report to Camp 
Parole, Annapolis, Md. Therefore all who 
found there was sitch an order out reported 
to Camp Parole, where we found Colonel 
Eoot in command of the camp. 
There 
were about sixty of us who reported there, 
and we were given quarters in a brick 
house close by the Colonel's headquarters. 
"VVe at once became the provost guard of 
the camp, and were rather privileged char- 
acters as soldiers. We were looked up to 
as being upright and perfect in all our do- 
ings; also in keeping others straight aud 
allowing no thieving and jayhawking to go 
on in the country thereabouts. 
I had the honor (if there was any attached 
to the position) of having charge of the 
guard and I reported all doings and mis- 
doings to the Colonel.

Finally Thanksgiving Day of thvit year 
was close at hand, and we naturally wanted 
a good Thanksgiving dinner, when the 
question came up, "What shall we have?" 


Brooks says: "Let us go down to the 
city and buy some turkeys, and have roast 
turkey. 


Bantyeaj-s: "It will cost so much, we 
cannot raise the scrip," 


P u r d s a y s : " L e t us make a raid 
the 
fluttler." 


"No," Dave French s a y ' t h a t will not 
do, for that would give us away, aud we 
x'QuJd toe® oe sent back to the front." 


John Smith says: "I will tell you what to 
io. 
Let us have roast goose." 


Charley McComber says: "I know of an 
old farmer over here a few miles who is 
fattening some geose and think I can buy 
two or three of them dog on cheap." 


The boys all agreed then to have goose 
for Thanksgiving dinner, and up went the 
hats, and three cheers for the geese. 
The 
next question was. How shall we roast 
them? 


John King, our cook, says: "You get the 
geese and I will see that they are roasted 
and stuffed in iiood shape." 


"But how will you do it?" said I. 
He said he would build a brick oven in 
the ground. 
So the day before Thanks- 
giving K;ng went to work and built his 
oven by digging a hole in the ground and 
arching it over with brick; built a fire aud 
dried it in good shape for the morrow. 


That night Charley McComber (whom we 
called Mack for short) says that John 
Smith, Banty Conkling, Dave 
French, 
Dave Wilder, John King, and myself should 
go with him to help fetch the geese, also to 
help pay for them. 
About three o'clock 
on Wednesday we started down the Chesa- 
peake Bay. Wo went to a place where we 
kept our boat (for we had built a boat for 
the purpose of fishing for oysters and hunt- 
ing ducks), and Mack says: 
"You see, 
over across the bay there is a large farm- 
bouse standing on that rise close to the 
water. That is the place we can get our 
geese for our Thanksgiving dinner." 


"But," says I, "that is so far away we 
cannot go there and get back to-night; be- 
sides there is danger of our getting lost or 
capsized." 


"Oh, no, not in the least," says he; "the 
bay is still, and it is only about three 
miles," and I went. 


" You, Smith and Banty get in the boat 
with me, while the other three boys stay 
here, and when it pets dark you can build a 
fire, and heat the water (for we had brought a 
camp-kettle vwith us), and then we will also 
have a guide or beacon light to get back." 


All agreed; we stepped into the boat and 
pushed off; long before we were across it 
was dark, and we were guided by the light 
from the farm house. After awhile we 
succeeded in landing, and all got out and 
drew our boat up on land a little so it would 
not leave ns, and then went up around tho 
bams to reconnoiter. 


We Boon found a small yard made of 
rails, and it was so high that I could not 
reach the top rail. 


Mack says: "Here are the geese," and 
commenced to climb. 


I says: "Hold on! Had we not better 
go up to the house and see the proprietor?" 


Banty Bavs: "To the deuce with the pro- 
prietor. We are a good ways from home, 
and in too mnch of a hurry to bother with 
him." 


Smith Bays: " We have not had any pay 
in a good while, and money is a little 
scarce with. ua. He can wait until next 


^ J says: "All right; here goes," and we all 
monnted tho fence and over we went. You 
onghtto have heard those geese yell. 1 
never heard sneh a noise in my life from 
geese. I m a d e a di^e and-got one by the 
neck and made for Uie fence again.

aighi), and jumped in; was about scand 
to death. My goose was completely soared 
to death, for it died about that time, any- 
how. 1 took an oar and was tiying to push 
the boat off, when up came two dogs, mad 
enough to eat me np. I battled them off 
^th my oar until I got the boat started, 
then I felt a good deal relieved. The dogs 
followed me into the water until it was too 
deep for them, then they returned. But 
here I was, alone. Where were the other 
boys? The dogs soon told me that they 
were farther to the right. They had missed 
their bearing, a d had gone past. 


I whistled, aud got a response some forty 
rods below, wh re I headed the boat, but 
before I could get to them the dogs came 
up with them aud they were having a lively 
time, judging by the noise, for the boys 
were giving them the contents of two re- 
volvers, and kept them back until I made 
port and took them in, with their cargo of 
geese. 


We had but just got squared around aud 
headed for our port when the old farmer 
came down with a light to see his wounded 
dogs and how many of his geese had gone, 
but he was not very bad off, for he was only 
seven short, and the dogs were not seriously 
hurt either, as we found out afterward. 


Mack, Banty and John had two geese 
apiece, while I had only one. How they 
managed to get two I could never see, for 
one was all I could manage, as they were 
larga and fat. 


We soon got our eyes on our beacon light 
on the other shore, and pulled for it with 
all our might, arriving there about one 
o'clock Thanivsgiving morning. 


We immediately went to dressing our 
own poultry with the aid of a little commis- 
sary, which some of them fetched along. 
We had all done nicely by daylight, and 
were back to camp. 


About one o'clock the cook announced 
that dinner was ready. The Colonel was 
invited over to take dinner with us, which 
he enjoyed very much, judging from the 
manner be got outside of roast goose. The 
Colonel supposed that we had paid for our 
geese, and did not know that we got trusted 
for them. 


Thus ended as pleasant a time as was 
ever passed in the army.

General Porter. 


General Fitz John Porter has probably 
been before the country in a more promi- 


nent position, since the war, than any other 
General, General Grant excepted. 


Fitz John Porter was bom at Ports- 
mouth, New Hampshire, August ;J0, 1822, 
and was graduated from West Point in 
1845. He served with distinction throu.h 
tho 
war with Mexico, 
being 
severely 
wounded at the assault on the capital, Sep- 
tember 13, 18-17. In the Virginia Peninsu- 
lar campaign he was director of the siege 
of Y'orktown, and xipon the evacuation of 
that place was placed in command of the 
Fifth Corps, and fought the battles of Han- 
over Court House, Mechanicsville, aud 
Cold Harbor. He was in command at ]Mal- 
vern Hill, and his corps mainly resisted 
the assaults of ¿hat diy. 
In tho second 
battle of Bull Enn his corps suffered se- 
vare,ly «jn Aug'uot 31?. but was not in service 
on the 2'.!tb. Ho still continued iu com- 
mand of his corps, and was present at 
Antietam, but in November :vvas arraign"d 
before a cou,rt martial on the charge of 
disobedience of orders, and on Januaiy 21, 
181');?, he was deprived of his position in 
the army and forever prohibited holding 
any oiBce under the Government. 
Since 
that time (General Porter's friends have 
been untiring in their efforts to have him 
restored to rnnk and honor, and their ef- 
forts were at last crowned by success. 


A Run For Life. 


During the winter of 1803 the Second 
Corps commanded by General Hancock 
was encamped in the vicinity of Brandy 
Station and Stephensburg, Virginia. 
The 
Confederate army occupied a strong posi- 
tion on the opposite bank of the liapidan 
Itiver. Both armies lay some distance from 
the river and the space between them was 
patrolled by scouting parties and pickets of 
both armies. The Third Brigade of the First 
Division, commanded'by Brigadier General 
Owens, was encamped near the signal sta- 
tion on Stephensburg Heights. 
The brig- 
ade was employed during tho winter doing 
picket duty at Kelley's Ford, on the Kap- 
pahannock, and Moiton's Ford, on ttxe 
Hapidan Bivers. 
During the month of 
January, in the usual line of duty, I was 
detailed for picket on the line between 
Stephensburg and Morton's Ford, nearly 
two miles distant. Between our post and 
the ford was a farm-house occupied by a 
family who manifested a strong sympathy 
for their graybacked friends on the oppo- 
site side of the river, but who vTere glad to 
avail themselves of the privilege of trading 
watered milk for coffee, of which our pick- 
ets had an abundance. Early in the even- 
ing I proposed to the boys on our post that 
some one should go out to the faim-house 
and exchange some coffee for milk, and it 
was decided that I should go. Each of the 
boys contributed a share of the coffee, in- 
tending to divide the milk in common for 
our midnight cup of coffee. Frank Green, 
a native of the Green Mountain State, vol- 
unteered to go with me. Equipped with 
our guns and canteens we started. 
The 
night was cold and clear, and the moon- 
light would enable us to see any party be- 
tween us and the river. 
We soon reached 
the house and effected the desired ex- 
change. Between the house and that part 
of the picket line where our post was lo- 
cated was a swampy piece of ground, well 
covered with a growth of willows. We were 
just 
approaching 
this 
swamp, 
when 
I 
heard a noise in the direction of 
the river. 
Looking 
in 
that 
direc- 
tion I saw a party of cavalry cantering 
toward the house we had just left. 
I 
dodged into the cover of the willows, close- 
ly followed by Green, and proposed to re- 
main hidden in the swamp until they had 
reached the house, and, with the willows 
between us and them, we could reach our 
lines without being discovered. 
Green 
agreed to the proposition, and crouching 
among the willows we anxiously watched 
the movements of the party. Wo could 
see. the gleam of their bright steel scab- 
bards in the moonlight, and the pounding 
of their horses' hoofs on the frozen ground 
could be plainly heard. 
Green did not 
relish the sight of the bold riders, and pro- 
posed to m{&e a run for it and get under 
cover of the rifles of our vedettes. I re- 
plied that if we remained in the swamp 
until they reached the house, our chances 
for escape would be good, but if we left 
the willows the enemy would be sure to 
see us and would cut us off. The words 
had scarcely passed my lij^, when Green 
arose, 
declaring 
he 
would not stay 
and be gobbled up. Partioff 'Wt into

Glaadng over my shoulder, I saw that «is 
pursuers were riding obliquely across the 
nelds in order to cut us off. A half mile 
would bring us in range of the rifles of the 
nearest vedettes. The ground was level, 
and frozen hard. In the shade of the for- 
est. at inteivals, I could plainly see the 
! light of the picket fires, so summoning all 
my energies I darted after Green. Visions 
of Libby, Castle Thimder, Belle Isle, and 
Andersonville flashed before mo as I could 
hear the rapid beat of the flying hoofs as 
th.'y spurred after us with exulting shouts, 
as though they were sure of their prey. 
Green was a number of yards in advance 
of me, and I strained every nerve to close 
up the gap between us, but my utmost 
efforts failed (I believe that fellow could 
beat his own shadow). 
We were almost 
within range of 
the 
vedette's 
rifles. 
Why did they not make a diversion in our 
favor? 
The thouL-ht had hardly flashed 
through my mind when crack, crack, crack, 
went the rifles of the three nearest vedettis, 
and the spiteful zip, zip, of the leaden 
messengers, as they cleft the frosty at- 
mospheie, and sped away in the direction 
of our pursuers, made weird, yet sweet 
music to my ears. Kemembering that my 
own rifle was in my hands, I faced about 
and saw that the two foremost riders had 
halted. I drew a bead on the nearest and 
fired. 
He ducked his head and, with a yell 
of defiance, the entire party drew off and 
rode away in the direction of the ford, 
thinking no doubt that the Yanks would 
make it lively for them if they stayed longer 
on our side of the river. Two hours later 
a merry group around our fire were discuss- 
ing hard tac-k, Oilit pork and coffee.

H o w I B e c a m e Acquainted with 
Pliil Sheridan. 


Some time between the hours of ten and 
three of the night of Dec. 24,1864, 1 started 
to Winchester, Va., from Upperville, in 
the same State, to take Christmas dinner 
with a lady friend of mine in Winchester. 
I did not know that the Yanks were in town. 
I rode into Winchester between daybreak 
and sunrise, and to my horror I found that 
the town was full of Yanks. I tried to get 
out of town by the same road that I came 
in, but I soon ran into the pickets. 
Where 
those pickets were when I came in is a 
mystery to me until this day. 


^^'ell, to mako a long story short, I was 
captured and taken to General Custer's 
headquarters, and from there to General 
Sheridan's quarters. At that time I was f nly 
about sixteen years old, and I have ottuu 
thought that was why the (General treated 
me so nicely that day. I sat in his office 
talking to hiim from about ton o'clock until 
dinner was annninc-d. 
Tho General in- 
vited me to dinner, and a good dinner it 
was. After dinner I went back to his otlice 
and bad a good cigar, and remained there 
until about three o'clock, aud was sent from 
there to the Provost Marshal's office, and, 
strange to say, I was not locked up in the 
guard honse until dark. Next morning I 
was sent lo Stevens Depot to take the train 
for Washington, but before we got to the 
depot some one cried out that Mosby was 
coining. I uid not look to see which way 
the driver or my guard went. As for my- 
eelf, I started'for Berry ville as fast as I 
could go. I do not tLink I stopped five min- 
utes at any one lime rmtil I reached Ashby 
Gap, in the Blue lîidge Mountains. 


That is how I became acquainted with 
General Sheridan, and I, an old rebel, do 
not hesitate to say that he is one of God's 
noblest sous, and if by chance he should 
see this he will remember the saucy young 
rebel that took dinner with him Dec. 25, 
18I;4. 
MOSBY'S BOOSTER. 


General Barksdale. 


William Barksdale, of the Confederate 
army, was born in Piutherford County, 
Tenn., on August 21, 1821. His father 
had served in the war of 1812, and his son 
had early given evidence of a love for a 
soldier's life, although he did not follow 
the i)rofession. His early education had 
been obtained in the Nashville University, 
after v. hich he removed to Columbus, Miss., 
where he studied law and was admitted to 
the bar before he had attained his majority, 
becoming a successlul practitioner. 


Young Barksdale soon bccame a South- 
ern politician, and conducted the columns 
of the Columbus 
Drmocrat. 


During the 3-ear 1847 lilr. Barksdale par- 
ticipated in the Mexican war as a non-com- 
m ssionod officer on the staff of the Second 
Mississippi Volunteers, and performed his 
military duties with credit to himself and 
regiment. 
On his return home l:e again 
began to dabble in politics, and was in 
1831 cbosen a member of the State conven- 
tion to discuss the compromise measures 
proposed during the previous year. 


During the year 18;JL{ he was elected to 
Congress, where he remained until the war 
broke out, when, with the rest of the se- 
cession members of the South, he took his 
departure to join tho Confederate ranks. 


Mr. Barksdale raised, during 18(!1, the 
Thirteenth Regiment of Mississ ppi Vol- 
unteers, and at their head joined the Con- 
federate army in Virginia. 
After partici- 
pating 
in various campaigns 
he 
was 
promoted to the rank of Brigadier Gen- 
eral, and placed in command of the Third 
Brigade of Major General Early's division 


of Lieutenant General Ewell's corps of 
General Lee's army. In the battle of 
Gettysburg, July, 1863, General Barksdale 
was killed while in the act of leading his 
men. 


Too Fast for the Bullets.

I threw my- 
self flat in the tender, expecting every 
second to be hurled to an awful death.

Could it be possible that the engine 
had knocked off the obstructions? I arose 
and looked out. We had passed the enemy 
and scattered the ties. My companion, as 
mnch astonished as myself, got up. 
I 
looked back, and just above the tender I 
saw what I took to be a swarm of big black 
flies. I reached out and took hold of one.

I then discovered what they 
were, lliey were a tfhower of bullets (hat 
the enemy hftd fined after us.

Testimony of Two of the Men 
Who Witnessed the As- 
sassination. 


Strong Evidence Against 
Arensdorf, 
Wko Is Accused of Being the 
Chief Plotter. 


The Wife of the Murdered Preacher Ore- 
ates a Sensation by Fainting in 
the Oonrt Boom. 


[ S i o r x CITY COBBESPOXDENCE.] 
Interest in the trial of the slayers of the 
Rev. Dr. Haddock has been so great here 
in Sioux City that for the past week it has 
dwarfed all other themes. 
Scarcely any- 
th'ng else is discussed or talked of in the 
store, the workshop, the drawing-room, or 
at the dining-table. 


The introduction of evidence began on 
Friday of last week. 
Physicians and oth- 
ers testified as to hearing the shot, finding 
the body, the nature of the wound, and the

flight of the conspirjitors, among whom 
Leavitt, the State witness, was identified. 
On Monday Leavitt was placed upon the 
witness stand and told his story. It was 
identical with his original confession, or 
statement, and very damaging to Arens- 
rlorf's chances of acquittal. 
Condensed 
into a narrative, Leavitt s testimony is as 
follows: 


In thelntter part of December, 1885, he 
came to Sioux City, but went away and re- 
turned in the first week of January, 18S(;. 
He opened bis variety theater on Pearl 
street in February. 
In June he went East 
and came bnck to this place a few days be- 
fore the killing of Dr. Haddock. 
There 
was a saloon connected with the theater. 
There was a bar up-stairs and another 
down-stairs. "Doc" Darling and a brother 
of witness were bartenders. Dan Moriarty 
was doorkeeper and Billy Dorsani treas- 
urer. Witness knew John Arensdorf: he 
became acquainted with him in January, 
18S0, and bought beer of the Franz Brow- 
ing Company to the extent of !?50 or 5^7") a 
week. Arensdort was seen at the theater 
and about town frequi^ntly by the witness. 
Leavitt proceeded to describe in detail his 
return to Sioux Cit^- from Mount Clemens, 
Mich., late in Julj'; how the plan of hav- 
ing him join the Saloonkeepers' Union was 
proposed; how the meeting mentioned by 
Witness Adelsheim was Leid and \ Leavitt 
made a member of the organization. 


After he joined, several persons, anionci 
them Arensdorf, the defendant, agreed to 
the proposal that something should be done 
to rid the town of temperance workers. 
Arensdorf said there was S7(I0 or 
in 
Junk's safe, which he thought sufficient to 
efiect the purpose. 
Arensdorf said that 
something must bo done, and suggested that 
Haddock's or Turner's house be blown np 
or burned down. 


The next day witness went down to the 
St. Paul llailroad yards to see Dan Moriarty 
and try to get him to whip Dr. Haddock. 
They were willing to give him i?ltJU for the 
job, and witness thought him to be the 
proper person for the work. Moriart\' re- 
tused lo whip anybody. 


Witness testified to seeing Dr. Haddock 
on the stand as a witness in the iniunction 
casis then on trial. The day before the 
saloon-keepers' meeting, on the evening of 
Aug. 
Leavitt met by chance Plath, I'rei- 
bcr, Fred Münchrath, Jr., and two Ger- 
mans, whom he afterward knew to be 
Granda and Koschnitzki. They were stand- 
ing on the Sioux City National Bank cor- 
ner, on Fourth street, talking about Had- 
dock's trip to Greenville. Leavitt joined in 
the conversation. 
Witness described the 
hack ride to Greenville "to see how the 
preacher got his evidence in tho whii^ky 
cases." 


On returning from "Greenville," which 
is near the easiern limits of town and is a 
local designation, the party was driven 
directly to Junk's saloon. The four men 
went into the saloon. 
Treiber cot money 
and paid the driver, Adams. Leavitt treat- 
ed the crowd to cigars and remained three 
or four minutes. Arensdorf, Grady, Scol- 
lard and Junk were there. Then all seemed 
to start for their homes; at least witness 
did so. As they reached the street "Bis- 
marck" came up and said the bugg>' had 
turned. Arensdorf said: "Let's go uf) and 
see." Arensdorf, Peters, Treiber, Plath 
and Leavitt went toward the stable on 
Water street, Arensdorf and Peters lead- 
ing. 
Sherman walked with Leavitt. 
1'his 
was the first time witness 'saw Sherman. 
Leavitt saw John Byan on the street aud 
spoke to him. The'party stopped by the 
board fence, corner Fourth and Water 
streets. 
Münchrath was seen there by wit- 
ness and heard to say: "If you lick Had- 
dock, just give him a black eye or some- 
thing that won't hurt him or get any of us 
in any trouble." Witness heard Arensdorf 
say something about "a drunken Dutch- 
man." 


Leavitt remained calm, and Arensdorf 
did not move a muscle during this portion 
of the evidence. As Leaviit continued to 
explain the manner of the killing the audi- 
ence was breathless with interest. 
The 
witness described how Haddock came from 
the stable, moved north on AVest Water 
street to the corner of Fourth, turned east- 
ward, and midway on the crossing was met 
by Arensdorf, who had walked out from 
the fence to encounter him. "They met, 
and Arensdorf looked into Haddock's face; 
Haddock raised his hand; the band came 
down; Arensdorf passed; then came the 
shot." 
i 


The remainder of Leavitt's direct exam-, 
ination pertained to his own conduct. 
He 
went to Kyan's house into the rooms occu- 
pied by Mr. lleilly and Mr. and Mrs, Dor- 
sam, where he took off his hat and his two 
coats—a rubber overcoat and a dark Prince 
Albert. The hat was of straw. He talked 
with the Dorsams about what had occurred. 
The hat he wore was Plath's, for which he 
had exchanged his own while going toward 
Water street. Witness wore Dorsam's hat 
away from Ryan's house. 


Witness saw John Arensdorf the next day 
before the latter appeared at the coroner's 
inquest. 


"I said," he continued, " 'Hello, John,' 
and asked how he felt. He said be did not 
feel any too well. He asked me if I had 
seen it.' I said: 'Yes, John. It is a bad 
thing for you. You ought never to have 
done that.' 


" 'I know it,' he said; *but everybody has 
got to keep still. Did anybody see it be- 
sides you?' 


''I says, 'Yes; everybody on the spot 
there must have seen it, John, because they 
•U stopped dumb when it happened.'

Leavittwao subjected to a rigorous cross- 
examination by the defense .without in the 
least shaking his testimony. 


Mrs. Leavitt was called to the stand, and 
corroborated her husband's testimony in 
regard to the conversation which he had 
with Arensdorf upon the sidewalk in front 
of their rooms on Fourth street, soon after 
the murder of Haddock, in which Arens- 
dorf spoke of sending Peters away to 
Nebraska or Germany because he could 
not be fixed for evidence. Attorney Argo 
conducted the cross-examination. 
Con- 
siderable amusement was created when the 
attorney asked tne witness whether she 
had ever drank beer with any men there. 
She replied. " Yes; I drank beer with you, 
Mr. Argo." 


Albert Eoschnitzi, or "Bismarck," was 
next placed upon the stand. He strongly 
corroborated Leavitt. His evidence, sum- 
marized, was substantially as follows: 


The morning of the day of the murder of 
Mr. Haddock, he went to Fourth street 
and met George Treiber. He went with 
him into Trieber's saloon and was given a 
glass of beer. The two then went together 
to the court house, where they remained 
until noon. 
The injunction cases were be- 
ing tried. Mr. Haddock was a witness in 
the cases, and after the court adjourned 
they went out together and went up the 
street in front of the court house to 
Seventh streeth, then east on Seventh 
street. They walked by Haddock's house. 
Treiber, pointing at it, as they strolled by, 
told him (witness) that Haddock lived 
there, and that Treiber would give $500 to 
have tLe preacher whipped. Treiber asked 
if he knew Fritz Folger and Sylvester 
Granda. Witness said he did. 
Treiber 
told him to see Granda and tell him about 
the SöüO offer. The witness saw Granda 
that forenoon and told him. 
Granda 
agreed to go to Treiber's saloon that night. 
On Tuesday mornine: witness went to 
Treiber's safoon. Treiber said that Granda 
had not been there as he had promised. 
Witness then sought cut Granda and again 
talked about the monev* and the whipping. 
Granda said he ^«'ent to the saloon and that 
Treiber was not there. 


Witness went !)ack to Treiber with that 
message. 
Treiber told him to be sure and 
bring Granda up that evening. Witness on 
the day of the murder went with Treiber to 
the court-house and saw Haddock there. 
The whisky trial was in progress. 
He re- 
mained in court about an hour and a half. 
In the evening witness went once to Trei- 
ber's saloon. 
Granda had not been there, 
and Treiber wanted witness to go and fetch 
him, giving him five cents to pay street-oar 
fare. Witness went to Granda's house, 
but did not find bim, and returned to the 
saloon. 


On starting to go, witness met Treiber, 
Granda, Plait, Münchrath, and I'aul Leader 


ICa. ARCO, or COT'NS L FOR TLIE DETEN'SB, 
on the corner of Fourth and Pierce streets. 
Treiber told "Bismarck" to go and show 
Granda where Dr. Haddock lived. The two 
men started on that errand, but "Bismarck 
said be could net find the bouse, and 
Granda declared he would not do th" whip- 
ping, anyway, 
h-'o roany knew of the olier 
he was afraid to do it. "Bismar k" pro- 
posed that they go back to the saloon aud 
mako Treib'?r give them a few drinks. The 
two men then went back to Fourth street, 
and nn tho corner of IMerco again met the 
crowd. Leavitt and Henry Teters were with 
the others. At this t-ncounter I'lath gave 
(iranda twenty-five cents. 


Witness and Gramla went to Umbl r's 
saloon and took a drink. They relumed 
to the corner. 
Treiber sent them down to 
the Columbia House to see if Haddock bad 
returned from Greenville. 
Witness found 
Eberhardt at the Columl.ia House playing 
cards and called to him lo come oat. 
In 
response to Bismarck's request Eberhardt 
sent a man to the stable next door to make 
the inquiry about the buggj*. Fit/.sim- 
mons was the man. 
About an hour later 
witness saw tho horse and buggy come back. 
He was watching for it in the rain at the 
corner of Fourth 
and 
Water 
streets. 
Granda was with him. 
The two men went 
east on Fourth street and told the crowd 
near Junk's saloon that the buggy had re- 
turned. 


The crowd met by witness consisted of 
Arensdorf, Peter.-.,' Leader, 
Munchrath, 
Leavitt, Granda and others. They pro- 
ceeded west until they reached the comer 
of Water street, Paul Leader walking with 
"Bismarck." Dr. Haddock came 
along 
Water street to the crossing ot Fourth. 
John Arensdorf went out to meet him, 
passe'd a stej) or two by the minister, then 
turned and fired at his bead. 


In the midst [of "Bismarck's" cross-ex- 
amination Mrs. ITaddock, who bad borne 
the nervous strain of the direct narrative 
by force of will without evincing distress, 
was unable longer to endure the excitement 
of the trial. A moan startled the audience, 
causing hundreds to spring to their feet. 
Judge Lewis instantly perceived both the 
cause and the perils of the alarm. 
He 
commanded all to resume their seats and 
observe quiet. 
Sheriff McDonald hast- 
ened to Mrs. Haddock's side, and, aided by 
friends, bore her, insensible, to the Judge's 
libra'y, immediately behind the judicial 
desk.' The large opaque windows at the 
rear of the bench, which had been raised 
to improve the ventilation of the court- 
room were rattled down and the doors 
closed. Meanwhile Judge Lewis, prompt 
to appreciate the legal as well as the phys- 
ical emergency, abruptly dismissed the jury 
from the court-room with but a word or 
two of instructions that none of them 
should speak of the case while absent. 


Order was soon res'orod in the audience, 
the jury was recalled, and the business of 
the session resumed. The Judge's conduct 
illustrates his instinctive fairness. He per- 
ceived that the sympathies of the jury 
might be aroused by this scene of a heart- 
broken wife's anguish. 


Mrs. Koschnitzki aud her daughter were 
placed on the stand and corroborated "Bis- 
marck's" statement relative to the conduct 
of the defendant after the crime. As it 
now looks, the prosecution has made a 
stronger case than many of its warmest 
friends believed was possible. 


The daughter of '"Bismarck," Minnie 
Koschnitzki, a little 12-year-old girl, was 
placed on the stand, and testified in regard 
to her father's movements immediately 
preceding and following the murder, and 
to the paying of money to her mother by 
Arensdorf. At this point the State rested 
its case, and the defense began by attack- 
ing the character of the principal witnesses 
for the State—"Bismarck" and the Leav- 
itts. Several witnesses swore that the for- 
mer was beastly drunk on tho night of Au- 
gust 3, aud that his character was bad. 
Testimony was introduced to the effect that 
the Leavitts had denounced the murdered 
preacher, and expressed the hope that he 
would be killed. 


Several witnesses swore positively that 
an hour before the 
muraer they saw 
Leavitt on Fourth ^ street, wearing light

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Rotes on the Lesson for April 
17—"Joseph Makes Him- 
self Known." 


[From Ghioago Standard. By Bar. J. If. Coon.] 
The lesson to be studied is found in the for- 
ty-fifth chapter of Genesis, verses one to fif- 
teen. Time, 1707 B. C., nine years after the 
events of the last lesson. Place, Heliopolia, 
the capital of Lower Egypt 


SPECIAI. MENnON. 


Egypt.—One of the most ancient and inter- 
esting countries on the face of the earth. It 
is bounded south by Ethiopia, north by the 
Mediterranean Sea, and east by the Bed Sea. 
Ita northern and southern limita are giveu m 
Ezek. 29:10; 30:6. It presents itself to the eye 
of the traveler as an immense valley, extending 
nearly 6^0 m lea in length, and hemmed m oa 
the east and west by a ndge of hills aud a vast 
expanse of desert ' It has aa alluvial basin, 
owing its existence, lertihty, and beauty 
to the River Nile, which flows through it 
Hence, Egypt was anciently called "the gift 
of the Nilew'' Aa to the origin of the name, 
there is much difference of opinion. In the 
0:d Testament, the Hebrew word translated 
Egypt is Mixraim, 
which wa-j the name of 
one of the sons of Ham (Gen. 10: 6), who 
might have t>een the founder of the nation. 
It 19 sometimes called Ham (Ps. 78: 51 ; 105: 
23-27; 106: 22) and also Rahab (Pa 87: 4; 
89: 10; Isa. 51: 9.) The Arabs now call it 
Mizr. As a subject of prophecy, Egypt is 
one of the most interesting of ancient nations 
(Isa. 18: 19; Jer. 42: 46; Ezak. 29: 32). The 
predictions concerning it are remarkable for 
their precision and fullness; and their exact 
fulüllment in every essential point is attested 
by incontrovertible evidence. At tho time 
when some of the most extraordmary of these 


È 
redictions were uttered (Ezek. 30: 31-26), 
gypt was flourishing in arts and arms. Her 
splendid cities rose up on every side, and the 
stately monuments of hergeniusand industry 
were without a paralleL But when the divine 
counsel was fulfilled, the scepter of the Pha- 
raohs fell, and Egypt became a tributary 
kingdom, without a prince of its own, sub- 
ject to a foreign yoke, and has often been 
governed by slaves.' (Cook's Comp. Quar. ) 


JJeuJanioi. 
(Gen. 3.0: 18) was trie youngest 
son of Jacob aud Rachel 
His mother died 
immediately after his birth, which took place 
near Bethlehem, when the family were on 
their journey from Pudan-aram to Canaan. V?ith 
hur dying breath »he called him Bcnoni ("tho 
sou of my sorrow"), but his father gave him 
the nanie'of Btiijaniin. 
The tribe of Benja- 
min had their «(irtion of the promised land 
adjoining Judah, and when ten of the tribes 
revolted, Benjamin continued steady in its 
attachment to Jiuiah, and formed a'part of 
that kingdom (1 Kings 12: l7-2o), 
Thu pro- 
phetic history of tho tribe is told in Gen, 
49: 27, aud Dent. 
12. 


(.'u.-t/ifn. This laud, also called '"the land of 
Rameaod" (th ip. 47: 11), probably from the 
city '"liaaniscs," wli ch the Israelites were com- 
pciled to build there (Ex. 1: 11), was situated 
on the eastern bank of the Nile, and, apparent- 
ly coninienciug a little to the north of Mem- 
i>hÌH, extendecl to the Mediterranean, and 
to ! 
the borders of the Philistines' land (Ex. 13: 
17). 
In PH. IS: 
it is called the "iield of 


Zion," or Tanis. 
It probably was an unsettled 
di.strict, but rich in pastures, and belonged in 
a very loose way to Kgypt. 
In tho Ixx. it is 
c.illod '-Geaeni ot' Arabia,'' to which country 
both Herodotus and Straba reckoued ail the 
ilistrict on tlie cast of the Nile toward the 
Isthmus of Suez as belonging. 
And hero the 
Ir^rac'lites were constantly join'^d by large 
numbers of Sennt:c immigrants, who were en- 
rolled in their '•ta'i?," and swelled the rajiidly 
increa-sing number of their dependent-«. 


(rod's hand in fninian oßairs. 
This is the 
groat truth of the pas.sage. " The following ex- 
tracts, bearing upon the subject, will set forth 
this truth in various phases:

the 
Egyptian gods, 
and in 
overwhelming 
juilgments ou Pharaoh and his people. 
In 
wonderful ways, and yet through the ordinary 
channi.ls of human nature, all thi.s was ac- 
complished. 
(Standard Ejcl. Comm.)

step by step, 
how it 
all came about, aud referred it all to Joseph, 
from the inspired history we find that 
Joseph knew not one step before him. Third- 
ly, Ve remark that there is a danger in a too- 
easy acquiescence in the fact that good comos 
from evil; for we begin to say: Evil, then, is 
God's agent; to do evil must bo right; and so 
we are landed in confusion. 
Before this had 
taken place had Joseph's bretliien said, "Out 
of tliis goodwill come, let us sell our brother," 
they would have been acting against their 
conscience; but after the event it was but 
faith t > refei* it to God's intention. 
Had they 
done this before it would have been presump- 
tion. 
But to feel that good has come through 
you, but not by your wilt, ia humiliating. Yon 
feel that the evil is all vours, and the good is 
God's.

At 11 all hands were 
called to attend the punishment of the 
captain's boat's crew. 
I cannot de* 
scribe the horror with which I wit- 
nessed six fine sailor-like looking fel» 
lows torn by the frightful cat for having 
kept their officer waiting a few minutes 
on the pier." 


But the boy's own turn came next. 
For getting in the way, or crying (he 
was not 13), or "in some way vexing 
the tyrant," he was at once mast- 
headed. 


"Go to tlie mast-head, indeed! with a 
freshening wind under whose influence 
the ship was beginning to heel over, 
and an increasing sea that made hex 
jump about like an acrobat.

This, I must exjilain to my 
non-naiitical reader, is not the mast- 
head, but a comparatively comfortable 
half-way resting place, from whence 
one can look about, feeling somewhat 
secure. 
On looking down to the deck 
my heart bled to see the poor sailoi 
who had helped me undergoing pimish- 
ment for his kind act. 
I heard myseli 
at the same time ordered 'to go higher,' 
and a little higher I did go. 
Then 1 
stopped, frightened to death and al- 
most senseless; terror, however,seemed 
to give me presence of mind to cling 
on, and there 1 remained till some 
hours afterward; then 1 was called 
down. 
On reaching tlie deck I fainted, 
and knew no more till I awoke after 
sonie time iu ray liammock." 


For three years he sufifered, bul 
with so little harm to his spirit that, 
ou coming home, aud being ofiered a 
lift to London from Portsmouth in hi* 
consiu's carriage, he tells us: 


"Full of disgust and horror at the 
very sight of him,I replied that I would 
rather 'craw 1 home on ray hands and 
knees tlian go in his carriage,' and sc 
ended our acipiaintance, for I never sai» 
him again^l 


MISTAKES 
£y 
IDESTITY. 


Questions of identity, says the Med- 
ical 
Sliuidard, 
are among the most 
confusing in practice, 
and 
positive 
opinions should be given only aftei 
careful analysis of the case. 
The pe- 
culiar confusion which results in such 
cases if well illustrated in the recent 
Daly-Strahl 
case. 
A lunatic named 
Wilson confessed that he killed Daly, 
cut his body up, and threw the pieces 
into a creek. 
At the same time a matt 
named Dieterle had been charged with 
the murder of Strahl, who had disap- 
l)eared. 
The head and dismembered 
, trunk of a body, one leg, and one arm 
I were found and identified as Strahl's by 
! his brother and others. 
Daly's friends 
also iilontiiied them as Daly's. 
Strahl 
aud Daly had the same size head, were 
both left-handed; both had scars on 
their right hand: both were red-haired 
and bald on the vertex; both had the 
right shoulder liiglier than the left. 
Dieterle was acquitted of Strahl's mur- 
der. 
Wilson was hnng for Daly's mur- 
der, chiefly on his on confession, which, 
however, was corroborated by the cir- 
cumstances mentioned. Such confusion 
of identity is far from 
exceptional. 
In 1883 three similar cases of confusion 
of identity occurred iu tho United 
States. 
Tidy reports a case in which a 
mangled body was identified by a wo- 
man and her children as that of the 
husband and father. 
Within an hour 
after interment the real father entered 
aud gave a satisfactory account of his 
absence. 
Ogston reports the case of a 
medical student who resurrected the 
body of a countryman, and was arrested 
witl it in his possession. 
The wife and 
sons of a missing weaver identified it as 
the husband and father. 
The medical 
student told liis story, and the grave 
was examined and found empty. 
The 
people whose church-yard 
had bees 
\-iolated identified the body, but so did 
the wife and sons aforesaid. 
Finally 
the weaver made his appearance, and 
only then were his wife and sons con- 
vinced of their mistake. 
Dr. Eanlock 
reports a case in which the body of an 
old man with a left ear and finget 
missing, a mutilation of long standing, 
was found. 
The daughters and friends 
of the old man who was missing fully 
identified the body. On their return 
from burying the supposed body th«(f 
were astounded to find their father had 
retnmed, and thai they had buried«

Dr. Talmage'B 
subject was "A Live 
Church," and his text Kevelations ii. 8, 9 
*Unto the angel of the church in Smyrna 
write: These things saith the first and the 
last, which was dead and is aliv©. 
I know 
thy works, and tribulation, and poverty 
but thou art rich." 


Smyrna was a great city of the ancients,, 
Dotmded on three sides by mountains. 
It 
was the central emporium of the Levantine 
trade. 
In that prosperous and brilliant 
city there was a Christian Church estab- 
lished. 
After it had existed for a while it 
was rocked down by an earthquake. 
It 
was rebuilt. 
Then it'was consumed by a 
conflagration that swept over the entire city, 
That church went through fire, and trouble 
and disaster, but kept on to great spiritual 
orosperity. 
The fact was that church had 
¿he grace of God, an ever active principle. 
Had it been otherwise, all the grandeur of 
irchitecture and all the pomp of surround- 
jigs would only have been the ornament of 
death—the garlands of a coffin, the plumes 
of a hearse. 


It may be profitable to consider what are 
\he elements of a live church. 


I remark, in the first place, that one char- 
acteristic of such a church is punctuality in 
meeting its engagements. 
All ecclesias- 
tical institutions have iinancial relations, 
and they ought to meet their obligations 
just as certainly as men meet their obliga- 
tions at the bank. 
When a church of God 
is not as faithful in its promises as the 
Bank of England it ceases to be a church 
of God. It ought to be understood that 
prayers cannut paint a church, and prayers 
cannot pay the winter's coal bill, 
and 
prayers cnnnot meet the insurance, and 
*bat, while prayers can do a thousand 
things, there are a thous;ind things that 
priiyers canqot do. 
Prayer for any par- 
ticular church will never reach HeaTen 
high unles.s it goes down pocket deep. 
In 
my chnrcL nt the w est there was a man of 
comfortable means, who used to pray for 
his pastor in such elongated sty e that he 
became a nuisance to the praj er meeting; 
asking Sod, in a prayer that was almost 
without ceasing, that the pastor might be 
blessed in his basket and in his store, 
while the fact was he never paid anything. 
If we pray for the advancement of the 
church and do not out of our means con- 
tribute to its advancement, our prayer is 
only mockery. 
Let the church of 
God 
then meet its obligations on the outside, 
and let the members of the congregation 
meet the obligatious on the inside, and the 
church will be financially prosperous. 


Let me say, also, that there must be 
punctuality in the attendance on the house 
of the Lord. 
If the service begins at 10:30 
in the morning, the regular congregation of 
a live church will not come at 10:45. 
If the 
service is to begin at 7:30 in the evening, 
the regular congregation of a live church 
will not come at 7:45. 
In some churches I 
have noticed the people are always tardy. 
There are some people who are always late. 
They were born too late, and the probabil- 
ity is they will die too late. 
The rustling 
of dresses up the aisle, and the slamming 
of doors, and the treading of heavy feet, is 
poor inspiration for a minister. 
It requires 
great abstraction in a pastor's mind to pro- 
ceed with the preliminary exercises of the 
church when one-half of the audience 
seated are looking around to see the other 
half come in. 
Such a difference of attend- 
ance upon the house of God may be a 
difference of time pieces, but the live 
church of which I am speaking ought to go 
by railroad time, and that is pretty well 
understood in all our communities. 
There 
is one hymn that ought to be sung in a great 
many Christian families on Sabbath morn- 
ing: 
"Early, my God, without delay, I 
haste to seek thy place." 


Another characteristic of a live church is 
the fact that all the people participate in 
the exercise. 
A stranger can tell by the 
way the first tune starts whether there is 
any life there. 
A church that does not 
sing is a dead church. 
It is awful to find 
a cold drizzle of music coming down from 
the organ loft while all the people beneath 
sit in silence. 
When a tune wanders 
around, lonely and unbefriended, and is 
finally 
lost amid the arches because the 
people do not join in it, there is not much 
melody unto the Lord. 
In Heaven they 
all sing, though some there cannot sing 
half as well as others. 
The Methodist 
Church has sung all around the world and 
gone from conquest to conquest, among 
other things, because it is a singing church; 
and any Christian Church 
organization 
that with enthusiasm performs this part of 
its duty will go on 
from triumph to 
triumph. 
A Church of God that can sing 
can do anything that ought to be done. 
We go forth into this holy war with the 
Bible in one hand and a hymn book in tbe 
other. 
Oh! ye who used to sing the praises 
of tbe Lord and have got out of the habit, 
take your harps down from the willows. 
I 
am glad to know that, as a church, we are 
making advancement 
in 
this 
respect 
When I came to be your pastor we had an 
excellent choir in the little chapel, and 
they sang very sweetly to us Sabbath by 
Sabbath; but ever and anon there was 
trouble, for you know that the choirs in 
the United States are the Waterloos where 
the great battles go on. 
One Sunday they 
will sing like angels, and the next Sunday 
they will be mad and will not sing at all. 
We resolved to settle all the difficulties and 
have one skillful man at the organ and one 
man to do the work of the precentor; and 
now. from Sabbath to Sabbath, the song 
comes up like the voice of mighty thunder- 
ings. 


Let those refuse to sing 
Who nev< r knew our God; 


But children of the Heavenly King 
8houId speak their joys abroad. 


On the way to triumph that never ends, 
and pleasures thi»t never die—sing! 


Another characteristic of a live church is 
a flourishing Sabbath-school. 
Itis too late 
in the history of the Christian Church to 
ar^ue the benefit of such an institution. 
The Sabbatb-Bchool is not a supplement to 
the church; it is its right arm. 
Bnt yon 
•ay there are dead churches that have Sab- 
bath-schools. 
Yes, 
but the 
Sabbath- 
schools are dead, too. 
It is a dead mother 
holding in her arms a dead child. 
But 
when superintendent, and teachers, and 
scholars come on Sabbath afternoon to- 
gether, their faces glowing with interest 
and enthusiasm, and their songs are heard 
all through the exercises, and at the close 
they go away feeling they have been on the 
Mount of Transfiguration—that is a live 
school, and it is characteristic of a live 
church. 
There is only one thing I have 
against the Sabbath-schools of this coun- 
try, and that is, they are too respectable. 
WiS gather into our schools the children of 
the refined, and the cultured, and the edu- 
cated; but alas for the great multitude of 
the children of the abandoned and the lost! 
A few of them are gathered into our Sab- 
bath-schools; but what about the 70,000 
destitute children of New York and the 
score of thonsands of destitute children of 
Brooklyn around whom are thrown no be- 
nign and 
heavenly and Christian 
in- 
fluences? 
It is a tremendous question, 
what is to become of the destitute children 
of these cities? 
We must either act on 
fhem or they will act on us. 
We will either 
Christianize them or they will heathenize 
as. 
It is a question not more for the 
Christian than for the philanthropist and 
ihe statesman. 
Oh, if we could hare all 
these little ones gathered together, what a 
scene of hunger and wretchedness and 
rags aod tin and tronble and darkness! 
If 
we eonid see those little feet on the btoad 
n a d to death, wliieh thnrach Ohtlstiaft

They are not always going to be children. 
They are coming up to be tiie men 
and 
women of this country. 
That spark of 
fniqnitf that might now be put out with 
one drop of the water of life will become 
ibe connagration of eveiy green thing that 
Ctod erer planted in the sooL 
That whio^ 
ought to have been a temple of the Holy 
Ghost will become a scarred and blistered 
ruin—every light quenched and every altar 
in the dust. 
That petty thief, who slips 
into your store and takes a yard of cloth 
from your counter, will become the high 
wayman of the forest, or the burglar at 
midnight, picking the look of your money 
safe and blowing up your store to hide the 
villany. 
A great army, with staggering 
step, and bloodshot eye and drunken hoot, 
they are coming on—gathering recruits 
from every grog shop and den of infamy 
in the land—to take the ballot box and 
hurrah at the elections. The hard-knuckled 
fist of ruffianism will have more power 
than the gentle hand of intelligence and 
sobriety. 
Men, bloated, and with 
the 
signature of sin burned in from the top of 
the forehead to the bottom of the chin, 
will look honest men out of countenance. 
Moral corpses, which ought to be buried 
100 feet deep to keep them from poisoning 
the air, will rot in the face of ^ e sun at 
noonday. 
Industry in her plain frock will 
be unappreciated, while thousands of men 
will wander around in idleness, with their 
hands on their lips, saying: 
"The world 
owes us a living." 
O, what a tremendous 
power there is in iniquity when uneducated 
and unrestrained and unbalanced it goes 
on concentrating and deepening and wide- 
ening and gathering momentum until it 
swings ahead with a very triumph of deso- 
lation, drowning like surges, scorching like 
flames, crushing like rocks! What are yon 
p;oing to do with this abandoned popula- 
tion of the streets? 
Will you gather them 
in your churches? 
It is not the will of 
your Heavenly Father that one of these 
Uttle ones should perish. 
If tqu have ten 
respectable ^iidren in your class, gather 
in ten that are not respectable. 
If in your 
Bible class there be twenty young men who 
have come from ChriHtian homes and ele- 
gant surroundings, let those twenty young 
men go out and gather in twenty more of 
the young men of the city who are lost to 
God and lost to society. 
This outside 
population, unless educated and restrained, 
will work terror in ages that are to come. 
Years ago at New Orleans, when the cholera 
was raging fearfully, a steamboat put out 
just before nightfall crowded with pas- 
sengers who were trying to escape from 
the pestilence. 
After the boat had been 
out a little while the engineer fell with the 
cholera. 
The captain in consternation 
went down among the passengers and 
asked: 
"Is there any one here who knows 
anything about engineering?" 
A swarthy 
man replied: " I am an engineer," "Well, 
3aid the captain, " I would be very glad if 
you would take charge of this boat." 
The 
man went to the engine. 
The steamer 
moved more rapidly until after a while 
the captain and some passengers 
were 
alarmed 
and 
they 
went to see 
what 
was the 
matter, 
and 
they found that 
this was a maniac engineer and that he 
was seated on the safety valve; and as they 
came to him, he said: 
"I am commis- 
sioned of Satan to drive this steamer to 
hell," and he flourished his pistol, and 
would not come down. 
But after a while, 
through some stratagem, he was brought 
from his position, and the lives of the pas- 
sengers were saved. 
Oh! my friends, that 
steamer had no such peril as our institu- 
tions are threatened with, if the ignorant 
and unrestrained children of this land shall 
come up in their ignorance and their crime 
to engineer our civil and religious institu- 
tions, and drive them on the rocks. 
Edu- 
cate this abandoned population, or they 
will overthrow the institutions of this land. 
Gather them into your Sabbath-schools. I 
congratulate you that many have 
been 
gathered. 
Go forth, teachers, in the name 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, and on the com- 
ing Sabbaths may there be found gathered 
scores and hundreds of these wanderers, 
and instead of 1,800 in the Sabbath-school, 
we shall see 3,000 or 4,000, and the grace 
of God will come down upon them, and 
the Holy Spirit will bring them all into the 
truth. 


Another characteristic of a live church is 
one with appropriate architecture. 
In the 
far West and amid destitute population, a 
log church is very appropriate—the people 
living in log houses. 
But in communities 
where people live in comfortable abodes, a 
church uncommodious or lacking in beauty 
is a moral nuisance. 
Because Christ was 
born in a manger is no reason why we 
should worship him in a barn. 
Let the 
churches of Jesus Christ be not only com- 
fortable, but ornate. 
Years ago we re- 
solved to have a comfortable church. 
We 
resolved that it should be amphitheatrical 
in shape. 
The prominent architects of the 
country, after figuring on the matter a good 
while, said that such a church would not 
be churchly, and they would have nothing 
to do with the enterprise. 
Bnt after a 
while we found an architect willing to risk 
his reputation. 
He put up for us the first 
tabernacle, in amphitheatrical style. 
We 
liked it. 
All who came liked it. 
This 
building followed in the same style. 
We 
believe it is appropriate and adapted. 
An 
angular church will have an angular the- 
ology. 
The church of Jesus Christ ought 
to be a great family ciicle, the pulpit only 
the 
fireplace, 
around 
which they are 
gathered in sweet 
and domestic com- 
munion. 
But when our first tabernacle 
went up, O, tbe caricature and the scofiSzig! 
They said: 
"It's a hippodrome! It's a 
holy circus! It's Talmage's theater!" But 
the Lord came down with power upon 
that old building, and made it the gate of 
heaven to a great many. 
And this build- 
ing followed. 
That we were right in per- 
sisting in 
the style of architecture is 
proved by the fact that now there are 
sixty or seventy churches in the United 
States in the same style. 
Indeed, our 
tabernacle has revolutionized church archi- 
tecture in this country. 
A live church 
must have a commodious, a comfortable, 
an adapted building. 
"How amiable are 
Thy tabernacles, O Lord of hosts! 
I 
would rather 4)e a doorKeeper in the house 
of my God than to dwell in the tents of 
wickedness." 


Again, the characteristic of a live church 
must be that it is a soul-saving church. 
It 
must be the old Gospel of Christ. 
" 0 , " 
say some people, "the Gospel of Christ 
allows but a small swing for a man's facul- 
ties, and some men have left the ministry 
with that idea." 
One such said to Row- 
land Hill: 
"I have left the ministry, be- 
cause I don't want to hid my talents any 
longer." "Well," replied Bowland Hill, 
"I think the more you hide your talents the 
better." Why, there is no field on earth so 
grand as that which is open before the 
Gospel ministry. 
Have yon powers of 
analysis? exhaust them here. 
Have you 
unconquerable logic? let it grapple with 
Paul's Epistle to the Komans. 
Have yon 
strong imagination? let it disconrse on the 
Psalms of David and John's apocalyptic 
version. Have you great powers of pathos? 
exhaust it in telling the story of a Savior's 
love. 
Have yon a bold style of thinking? 
then follow Ezekiel's wheel, full of 
eyes, 
and hear through his chapters the rush of 
the wines of the seraphim. 
All ye who 
want a grand field in which to work for 
God, come into the gospel ministry. 
At 
any rate, come into Christian circles, and 
somewhere and somehow declare the grace 
of God. 
Pardon for all sin. 
Comfort for 
all trouble. 
Eternal life for all the dead. 
O, my soul! preach it forever. 
It has been 
my ambition, and I believe it has been 
yoTirs, my dear people, in these vears of 
my ministry to have this a sonl-saTing 
church, and'we never yet threw out the 
Gospel net but we drew in a great multi- 
tude. 
They have come 100 at a time, and 
200 at a time, and 350 at a time, and I ex 
pect the 4*7

I eonld tell y<ra'l>t one' nig^t when I stood 
at the end of the platform and a gentle- 
man passed me, his cheek bronzed with 
the sea, and as he went into the inqniiy 
room he said to me, "I am an English- 
man." 1 said: "I « n very glad to see yon; 
walk in." That night he gave his heart to 
Lord. It was a clear case of quick but 
thoroQgh conversion. 
Passing out at the 
close of the inouiry meeting I said: *'How 
long have you been in this country?"

said: "I arrived by steamer this morning 
at 11 o'clock." «1 said: "How long wUl 
yon be in the city?"

Ed\vm Forrest liked iiis 
thunder 
made by a cannon ball rolling from the 
roof of the theater through an inclined 
trough which ended in a funnel. 
In 
the funnel projected numerous bristle 
wooden "profiles" or pegs. 
When the 
hea%'7 iron ball came thundering down 
this funnel, crashing and breaking the 
wood, it sounded as if the house was 
tumbling down. Thunder made Forrest 
warm up to work, especially as King 
Lear, a ])lay in which the boys kept 
the ball rolling very lively during the 
third act. 
Offenbach made 
Calchas 
shake a thin sheet of iron in imitation 
of Jupiter 01ymi)us, and that way of 
making thunder is now used in South 
Europe. 
Tlie Saxon idea of thunder, 
h mythology tells us was made by 
throwing his hammer from AYal- 
halla and finally striking something, 
brought different sounds to the ear 
than that shaken out from a sheet of 
tin or iron. 
And tlie final tliud and 
crash is made now in North fJormany 
by the rattling of tin first and the break- 
ing of a thin pino board bj- a oohblo- 
stoiie hurled l.>y the scene-shifter. 


The late Mr. E. L. Davenport once 
said that tiro finest thunder he had 
heard was one of 
these gentlemen 
tumbh'ng down a very rickety stair and 
breaking each step as he 
bounced 
_^oivnward. 
Booth docis not care much 
how his thunder is manufaeiured, but 
he likes it best wlieu it grumldes in 
the far distance on a bass drum, end- 
ing with one or two mighty })eals of 
sharp cracking noises at i)reciso points 
in his business. 
KcH>ne, oii the con- 
trary, likes it shar}). loud, and plenty of 
it. 


Mme. Janauschek likes her tlimider 
done in the flies l)y a ball rolling from 
wing to wing gently, and at times the 
prompter rattles a long piece of sheet- 
iron with a handle two or three times 
right 
at 
the 
audience. 
This, 
the 
madam 
thinks, gives the elfect of a 
storm, which comes on and 
finally 
breaks over lier. 
The prorai)ter, with 
prompt-book in one hand, shaking the 
_ tlmnder sheet with the other, is usually 
the only fminy thing in madam's per- 
formance. 


The trouble with storm lingering or 
mumbling thunder is 
that it sounds 
more like an express wagon driving 
over a very bad pavement. 
Mr. W. H. 
Gillette uses a gentle thunder to imi- 
tate a coming carriage, and has a stone 
whereon one of the; boys beats a gallop 
with a steel horseshoe. 
Charles Fech- 
ter finally adopted the Forrest rum- 
bling and final crash. 
AVhen he fell 
through a stage trap some years be- 
fore he died and hurt himself severely, 
it is said lie thought the noise he made 
was an excellent article of thunder, but 
doubted if he could get a substitute. 
He was very much liked by the stage 
hands wherever he went, and "putting 
up" a keg of beer for tliem was not a 
very unusual occurrence. 


"When Lewis Morrison brought out 
his "Faust" at the Chicago Columbia 
Theater he used all the known ways of 
raising thunder in the Walpurgis Nacht 
scene. 
More than a hundred 
supers 
were hired to howl and rattle tin sheets 
from all conceivable places. 
Charlotte 
Cushman cared nothing for the quality 
of her thunder, but she wanted the 
quantity as boisterous as she could get 
it, and wished the tiiundermakers to 
pause after each thunder clap in Meg 
Merrils just long enough for lier to say 
her lines. 
She <lidn't care for much 
lightning. 


At the Lyceum Theater thunder is 
made by rolling a stone boulder down 
a trough, in the bottom of which are 
nailed strips of wood. 
In the storm 
gathered in "Met by Chance" 
this 
thunder was very effective, accompanied 
as it was by lightning. 
Several glass 
tubes, through which ran a w ire, were 
stretched across the stage in zig-zags 
and the electric flash sent through 
which could be seen through the trans- 
parent glass, and th« effect was made 
more striking yet by throwing a light, 
obscured by dark, threatening clouds 
paintéd on the glass, this was reflected 
on the drop, and gave the whole back- 
grouiid the appearance of a moving 
mass of rain laden clouds. 
In "The 
Brook" the 
Salsbury 
Troubadours 
heighten the effect by a perforated 
water-pipe in the flies, through whicli 
the water sprinkled on the stage, but 
the thunder and lightning are tamo, as 
they only wiüh to appear to be sur- 
prised by a passing summer shower. 
Jameá A. Heme was, however, the first 
to introduce rain on the stage, in 
"Hearts of Oak." 


A very good effect of lightning is the 
forkéd streak of fire which blinds Mr. 
Wilson Barrett in his clever impersona- 
tion of Claudian, but the device is not 
new. 
It is done very much in the same 
manner by Stage Manager Waldron, 
• 
who produces a like effect in "Clio." 
llfagnesinm is sometimes used for flash 
lightning, , and powdered rosin blowp 
' i^ihrou^ ft cpiül over the flame of a

M. Coqnelin will be the fourth of the 
distinguished performer» of the French 
stage who have cross|d the Atlantic to 
act , in America, a i ^ although the other 
t^jreé were Bachel^ Fechter, and Mme. 
Sa^ah Bernlmrdt, he i^ not the least of 
the four. 
It may be that he is less 
known in the United States than they 
were, and that his coming has been less 
widely heralded. 
It is true that he has 
never striven for that mere notoriety 
which sometimes serves a public per- 
former in place of fame. No fantastic 
tales are told of his eccentricities. 
He 
is quite without the t(Ach of chartatanry, 
which taints the sayings and doings of 
Mme. Sarah Bernhardt 
He has gone 
about his business quietly, and he has 
done his work as best he could. 
His 
success has not been achieved in a day, 
and there is no danger that his fame 
will fade over night. 
He has won his 
way steadily, and the ground is solid 
under his feet. 


M. Coquelin has risen to be now the 
first comedian of the Theater Francais, 
as Bachel was the first tragedienne, and 
he belong there of right as she did ; 
while neither Fechter nor Mme. Sarah 
Bernhardt were wholly at ease within 
its walls. Mme. Sarah Bernhardt, an 
extraordinary personality, three-fifths 
genius and two-fifths sheer fudge, as 
Mr. Lowell said of Poe, usually broke 
away from the Comedie Française as 
soon as she might. 
Fechter's position 
on the Parisian stage is generally mis- 
understood and often overrated. 
He 
never held an undisputed jdace. 
He 
had passed through the Theater Fran- 
çais unperceived, and his chief attempt 
in classic comedy, an elaborate revival 
of Tartuffe at the Odeon, was a lament- 
able—I had almost written, a ludicrous 
—failure. —Brander 
Matthews.

Says a writer in the New York Thea- 
ter: 
"In s^jite of the assertion that has 
been often made to me that an actor 
finds the frequent performance of 'kiss- 
ing' on the stage as meaningless and un- 
accomjianied by any emotion, there is 
a grout deal of familiarity to be ob- 
served that is Dot only uncalled for, 
but which seems to be entered into with 
a zest that if it wore not enjoyed ouglit 
to be resented by the player as well as 
by the i>ublic. 
A stranger to Mr. 
Goodwin's methods asked me, during 
the performance of 'The Skating Rink,' 
if Mr. Goodwin was not especially de- 
voted to Miss Grubb. 
'If he is not,' 
said he, 'there is a vulgarity displayed 
in the contact of faces which ought not 
to be permitted on a biglily moral 
stage.' 
My friend was, api^arentl^', un- 
accustomed to the ways of burlesque. 
I can see no real healthy reason myself 
wliy a woman permits a man Dn the 
stage to handle her like an animal. 
Yet Mr. Goodwin is not so offending in 
this respect as many others."

Actors of good faoe and figure, who 
play heroic jjarts and who come to be 
identified in the minds of suscejJtible 
damsels with the heroes they repre- 
sent, are frequent recipients of gushing 
epistles. 
An excliauge tells this: "The 
copying of languishing poetical extracts 
in the love missives of romantic young 
fenjales is never more pronounced than 
when engaged in a thrilling corresi)on- 
dence with a real actor, more particu- 
larly if the girl be not entirely too eru- 
dite. 
One of our actors, to Avhom these 
posies are common, received one the 
other day that puzzled him at first. It 
was a well-known fragment, evidently 
copied fi'om a paper, and it was copied 
with an unflinching devotion that would 
allow none of it to escape, as the last 
line will show:

of the old process with a large volun^ 
of water gas, and still keep within the 
limit of the law. Some companies with 
2,000 oubio feet of coal gas mix l.OOd 
feet of the water gas, and then subject 
the mixture to the old modes of purifi> 
cation. 
A plant for water gas, com- 
pared with the old furnace, is quite 
simple. 
A tall tower lined with fire- 
brick. is first heated to redness. 
Dur- 
ing this heating the fumes of combus- 
tion passes out at the open top. Whec 
the right temperature is reached, th« 
opening at the top is closed, steam ii 
blown through the hot coals of the fur- 
nace and into the base of the tower, 
where it meets a spray of petroleum, 
which, volatilizing at the high tempera- 
ture, addi its enriching qualities, now 
in the form of permanent gases. 
As s 
result, carburetted water gas passes 
out at the top of the tower, and is con- 
ducted into a second tower to undergc 
a process known as scrubbing.

I see that one of your young corre- 
spondents appeals partly to nie in regard 
to birds 
flying 
down. 
Hut all who 
have written seem so well posted that I 
doubt if I can add anything to their 
knowledge. 


However, I have seen a California 
quail, a wood-dove, and a humming- 
bird fly downward; but in slow 
flyers, 
with large wings and heavy bodies, the 
wings are used more or less as para- 
chutes in going down; in other words, 
the birds spread their wings and rely 
upon gravity. 
This I have noticed in 
the sand-hill cranes in their migrations 
along the Sierra Madres. 
A flock of, 
say a hundred, will mount upward in a 
beautiful spiral, flashing in the sun- 
light, all the while uttering loud, dis- 
cordant notes, until they attain an alti- 
tude of nearly a mile above the sea- 
level. 
Then they form in regular lines, 
and soar away at an angle that in five 
miles or so, will bring them 
within 
1,000 feet of the earth. 
Then they will 
stop and begin the spiral upward move- 
ment again until a high elevation is 
reached, when away they go again slid- 
ing down hill in the air toward their 
winter home. 
It is very evident that a 
vast amount of muscular exertion is 
saved in this way. In some of these 
slides that I have watched through a 
glass, birds would pass from three to 
four miles, I should judge, without 
flapping tlieir wings.—C. F. Holder, in 
St.

great majiy pettons," said Prof.- 
Coliett to an Indianapolis J o w r n à l re- 
porter, "who are considered well in- 
fonned, seem to think there, are no 
eagles in Indiana. 
The truth is we 
have quite a number—a great many 
more than we need. I t was that sensi-. 
ble old utilitarian, Benjamin Franklin, 
who suggested the turkey as our na- 
tional bird, objecting to the eagle as un- 
republican because he had been ap- 
propriated as the emblem of sovereignty 
by a number of monarchial powers. 
The poet and the seer have given their 
finest fancies and inspirations to honor 
this bird, which, after all, is the most 
cruel of all feathered robbers. 
Some- 
times he is no dantier than the buzzard, 
and will gorge himself with the vilest 
carrion. 
As to his cruelty, he takes 
special delight in attacking some of the 
most harmless and innocent animals. 
He will pick out the eyes of lambs, ap- 
parently 
more as a torture than for 
food. I have never hoard of a case in 
Indiiina where man, woman, or child 
was attacked by an eagle. 
In my own 
neighborhood, in Vermilion County, I 
have known an eagle to tear out the 
eyes of a dozen lambs, frightening the 
ewes and keeping them at a distance by 
flapping its wings. 


"I never knew an eagle to attack an 
animal that Avas cai)able of resistance. 
Not tlmt I mean to say he is cowardly, 
but he is wary. The eagle, as commonly 
known, is a solitary, melancholy bird. 
Ho is usually seen alone in his flights, 
soaring at a great height because his 
eve is capable of measuring great dis- 
tances. 
Their nests are built of coarse 
sticks or brush, not well put together, 
on the top of an inaccessible rock or 
some tall monarch of tlio forest. 
It i.s 
commonly believed tliat the occupation 
of snch a tree for t]ie nest of an eagle 
causes its death; hence, in story and in 
pictures, the eagle-nest tree is always 
shown as a dead tree. 
It is "not true 
that the eagle'3 occupancy kills the 
tree, biit he chooses a dead tree for 
l)nrposes of observation. 
Besides, tlie 
eggs in the nest may have enemies— 
not merely animals, but birds like jays 
and crows. 


"I have little doubt that persons oc- 
casionally see eagles and mistake them 
for other birds, the eagle being so rare. 
Perhaps, however, many of our oldest 
inhabitants have not seen more than 
one or two in a lifetime. 
It seems that 
the eagle, like the wild red man, re- 
quires a large hunting ground. 
By a 
sort of arrangement a territory of five 
or ten miles square is assigned to a pair 
of eagles, though they do not sail in 
company. 
Tiiey always keep the same 
territory and the same nest^ag place. 
For a long period on the Wabash, be- 
low 
j\[outezuma, 
there was a well 
known eagle tree. 
There was another 
above the mouth of Sugar Creek, in 
Park County, and another near tli 
mouth of Coal 
Creek, 
in Fountain 
County. 
I might mention more, but 
cannot now readily call them to nn'nd. 


"We have in Indiana the bald and 
tlie golden eagles, the former the more 
common, the latter extremely rare. 
Frequently the females and young 
males of silvered or bald eagles are 
mistaken for the golden and other 
species. 
All males of thi; bald family 
are ornamented with a white crest after 
attaining the age of 2 years. 
Before 
that age they cannot readily ])e distin- 
guished from the female in their more 
somber plumage. 
For many years 
had seen but few eagles, so I was sur- 
prised to learn that on an adjoining 
farm to my own in Vermilion County, 
Indiana, within two miles of my resi- 
dence, there was a bald eagle assembly 
—that it was held there every night, 
and was the center to which eagles 
came from a distance of more 
tîian 
fifty miles in all directions, for a flight 
of fifty miles or more is nothing to 
this mighty-winged bird. 
They came 
in the dusk of the evening and doubt- 
less met for counsel and direction more 
than 
mere compar.ionship. 
As the 
birds came in one after another there 
would bo shrieks of welcome and 
noises very startling to the listener. 
This national congress, as I call it, ihas 
existed for a period that the mind of 
man runneth not to the contrary. The 
roosts arc in loftj', bare-limbiid syca- 
mores, in a very solitary jjlace. By 
actual count 
these eagles numbered 
fifty-three, 
of which twenty-four were 
males and the remainder either females 
or males that had not reached the age 
of wearing white crest. "

An older brother of Peyton Symmes 
was 
Capt. 
John 
Cleves 
Symmes. 
the author 
of the "Theory of Con- 
centric Spheres and Polar Voids." He 
was born in 
Sussex 
County, New 
Jersey, November 5, 1780, and received 
a good common English 
education, 
Avhich in after life he greatly improved 
through his insatiable desire for knowl- 
edge. 
He cultivated particularly math- 
ematics and tlie natural sciences, and at 
an early age studied ont the curious 
theory through which he has become so 
widely known. 
He entered the army 
in 1802, and in 1812 received his com- 
mission as Captain. 
He served in that 
capacity during the war, and until the 
disbanding of the army in 1816. While 
stationed at Fort Adams he fought a 
duel with Lieut. Marshall, an interest- 
ing nccount of which is given in 
"Pioneer Biographies," by McBride. 


Symmes 
and 
Marshall 
disagreed 
about the latter's pay. Symmes thought 
it incumbent upon himself to resent 
Marshall's remarks, aud finally chal- 
lenged him. J n the encounter Marshall 
received a ball in the thigh, from tho 
èffeots of which lié snffered through 
Ufe, and S^iames a wound in the left

Pwiiel,- en hearing of hiis dneL Par) 
of it is worth caving: 


regretted your affair of honor with 
Lieut. Marshall, but was gratified that 
you jacquitted yourself as a gentleman 
and an oflficer, and that your conduct on 
that occasion was spoken of in high 
terms of approbation by all the gentle- 
men of our acquaintance as well aa 
brotlier oflicers. 


"It is much to be regretted that the 
evil custom of dueling has become so 
prevalent and fashionable in the Ameri- 
can army that a man, when once in- 
sulted by a person (no matter of what 
character or how tired of life), a chal- 
lenge must pass, and the weapons of 
death be exercised.

vivor should be shot as a public offender; 
which edict was carried into execution 
to the astonishment of the whole army 
—it had the desired eflfect. 


"No man for a moment even doubted 
the courage of the great and justly 
celebrated Julius Cicsar, -«nd mark his 
conduct when 
challenged to 
single 
combat by Mark Antony, who was his 
equal, and stood high on the lists of 
fame. 
He coolly 
replied, 
that, Tf 
Antony is tired of life, let him leap 
into the sea or jump down the Tar- 
peian Rock.' * 


A VHAl'TEK OX It ATS. 


It is the misfortune of some animals 
to be hated and dreaded, to be objects 
of the greatest a^jtipathy; often, indeed, 
the butt of cruel fun, by those who are 
ignorant of the wonderful structure and 
uses in nature. 
And no class of ani- 
mals has incurred a larger share of 
man's displeasure than rats, called by 
Hon. 
S. Morwood "nature's sanitary 
commissioners." 
True, these animals 
are niischievoua and destructive, and it 
is necessary to put a check upon their 
number; yet the work they do as scav- 
engers entitles them to hun;ane death, 
even humanity not due to tiiem as liv- 
ing creatures. 
New Orleans city au- 
thorities might 
well give a vote of 
thanks to the despised rats that nightly 
assist them in sanitary matters by de- 
vouring a large share of 
garbage. 
Rats belong to the order of gliris, and 
constitute a large 
family of gnawing 
mammalia. 
Black rats were at one 
time comnion in England, but their 
number have been lessened by the in- 
troilueti n of their brown relatives, tlie 
Norway rats v/ho are stronger and 
more enterprisuig. 
« 


Their long, tapering tails are covered 
with scales. 
They have small but dis- 
tinct ears, and large 
bright 
eyes. 
Tlieir teeth are sharp, and their a]¡pe- 
tite as discriminating as a goat's. 
Thi\v 
burrow to great depths, and we are 
sorry to confess that they live in a great 
measure by pilfering. 
There is much 
to lie said on the wrong side, we might 
call it of a rat's history, while on tho 
good side we find only the recommend- 
ation that it is a scavenger, a game en- 
emy in a fight and capable of affection, 
for pet rats have been known to love 
their owners, and rats, in common with 
all animals, love their offspring. 


In "The Reason Why in Natural His- 
tory," we read that rats are clean ani- 
mals; they invariably wash themselves 
all over after eating. 
They 
perform 
the ablution after the manner of a cat, 
by licking their paws. 
When a rat eats 
he, by means of his front teeth, gnaws 
a mouthful which he deposits in a sort 
of pouch between his grinders and his 
cheeks, just as men store away their 
tobacco quid. 
When he ceases gnaw- 
ing he masticates his food, moving his 


jaAvs incessantly—they move ten times 
faster than the jaws of a rabbit. 
A rat 
generally 
tastes his food with his 
tongue before eating it. 
When he 
drinks he laps like a dog. 
When sleep- 
ing he rolls himself up into a ball and 
places his nose down between his hind 
legs; he curls his tail around the out- 
side of his body; no part of him pro- 
jecting but his two delicate ears, Avhich 
are adapted for catching every sound. 
Poor creatures, they doubtless 
know 
they are hunted and hated, and even 
while asleep keej) their ears open to 
hear the slightest alarm.-—Aew Orlean«

His victories have never received the 
credit justly due them on account of the 
apparent ease with which they were 
gained. 
The student of military his- 
tory will rarely meet with accounts oi 
battles in any age where the actual op- 
erations coincide so exactly with the 
orders issued upon the eve of conflict as 
in the official reports of the wonderfully 
energetic and successful campaign in 
which Gen. Scott, with a liandful of 
men, renewed the memory of the con- 
quest of Cortes, in his triumphant 
march from Vera Cruz to the Capital. 
The plan of the battle of Cerro Gordo 
was so fully carried out in action that 
the official report is hardly more than 
the general orders translated from the 
future tense to the past. 
The story of 
Chapultepec has the same element of 
the marvelous in it. The General com- 
mands apparent imjiossibilities in the 
closest detail on one day, and the next 
day reports that they have been accom- 
plished. 
These successes were not 
cheaply 
attained. 
The 
Mexicans, 
though deficient in science and military 
intelligence, fought with bravery and 
sometimes desperation. 
The enormous 
percentage of loss in Ivs army proves 
that Scott was engaged in no light 
work.—The 
Ceniurif.

alone. I t was his custom, says 
Good 
Housekeeping, 
to order dinner at 5, 
uid then at the appointed hour to de- 
your the whole banquet. 
On one oc- 
casion he commanded the new waiter, 
who was not acquainted with the great 
musician's peculiarity, to serve the 
dinner. 


"The dinner is ready, " said the waiter, 
bowing, "but monsieur, the company 
have not yet arrived. " 


"De gompany, " retorted Haydn, con- 
temptuously, "de gompany ? I am de 
gompany. " 


The. dinner was at once served to "de 
gompany, " who demolished it quite as 
effectually as any ordinary 
company 
could have 
done. 
Another 
lordly 
feeder was a contemporary of Haydn, 
the P u k e of Norfolk, who would eat. at 
a Covent Garden tavern, food enough 
for five persons, but he possessed a 
more sensitive temperament than the 
musician, and would never eat five 
dinners in one a second time at the 
same hotel, not caring. to encounter 
again the obvious amazement of the 
waiters. 
The Cure do Brequier is im- 
mortalized by Brillât 
Savarin. 
This 
reverend gentleman would eat at a single 
sitting as much food as would serve a 
workingman for ten days. 
Brillât 
Savarin once saw him, in three-quarters 
of an hour, sweep into his capa^-ious 
stomach "a quart of soup, a plate of 
boulli, a large leg of mutton, a superb 
ham, a copious salad, a pound or two of 
cheese, a j)rodigious quantity of bread, 
a bottle of wine, another of water, and 
a 
C l i p of coffee." 
The narrator is care- 
ful to state that tlu' Cure did not eat 
either the ham bone or that of the leg 
of njutton. 
We are told of an Engli>li- 
man of letters aud polities who ate at a 
solitary dinner seven and a half pounds 
of solid meat. 
At the shop where he 
performed the feat the customers were 
at liberty to eat as much as they liked 
for a certain sum, but its keeper had 
never before encountered a man of his 
ilk. 
Lucullus, never dined more sump- 
tuously than when he dined alone, and 
on one occasion upbraided his cook for 
serving him with a cheap repast when 
"Lucullus 
dined 
with Lucullus," the 
cost of which was only about $500. 
Among modern extravagant 
epicures 
we have Vicomte de Vieil Castel, who 
wagered that he could 
consume 500 
francs' worth of food and liquor in two 
hours. 
His order consisted of twenty- 
four do/cen oysters, a soup, a beefsteak, 
a pheasant stuffed with trulHes, a salmi 
of ortolans, a dish of asparagus, a plate 
of young ])eas, a pineapple, a dish of 
strawberries, live bottles of Avine, CDlîei-, 
and li(iuors;. 
He wou his wager in one 
hour and forty minutes. 
Nap<)let)u J 
ate little, ami that rapidly, as if he b( 
grudged tho time. 
His two favorite

carrion. 
Aa to his cruelty, ho takes
